c Counties England is the greateſt part, and is diuided into 30. Counties, 
Ichieg. 


which ve call ſhires, whereof ten (chat is to ſay) Kent, Suſſex, 
Surrey, Southampton, Barkſhire, Wiltſnie, Dorſetſhire, Somer- 
ſetſtire, Deuonſſure and Cornewall, doe containe the firſt part 


chat Iſland: which part bounding toward the South, ſtandeth 


berwecne the Thames and the Sea. 

From thence to the riuer of Trent, which paſſeth through 
the middeſt ot England, be 16 ſhires, whereof the firſt ſix (ſtan- 

ding Eaſtward) are Eſſex, Middleſex, Hartfordſhire, Suffolke, 
Notthſolke and 3 : the other tenne which ſtand 
more in the midele of thòco try are theſe Bedtord, Hunting- 
don, Buckingham, Oxford, Northhampton, Rutland, Leiceſter, 
Notingham, Warwike and Lincolne. After theſe there bee ſixe 
which border Weſtward vpon Wales, as Gloceſter, Hereford, 
Worcelter,vhrop{hire,Stafford,Chelſter & Monmouth. About 
the middle oi the region lie Darbiſhire, Yorkeſhire, Lancaſhire, 
and Cumberland. On the left hand toward the Weſt is Weſt- 
merland. Againft the ſame is the biſhoprike of Durham & Nor. 
thumberland, which boundeth vpon the North in the marches 
of Scotland. 

Thele ſhires bee deuided into 22. biſhoprikes, Cauterbutie, 
Rocheiter, London, Chicheſter, Wincheſter, Salisburie, Exce- 
tet, Bach and Wels, Worceſtcr, Gloceſter, Hereford, Coucntric 
and Lichſicld, Lincolne, Ely, Norwich, Oxford, Peterborow, Bri- 
ſtow. And this is the prouince of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
which is the primate of all England, with Wales. Yorke, Dur- 
ham, Cheſter, Carlile, is the other prouince of the Archbiſhop 
of Vorke, which is another Primate of England. 

The Ocean ſea doth bound England, the firſt part of Britain 
Eaſt and South, Wales and Cornwall Weſt. The riuer of Twede 
deuidech England & Scotland North.

Therefore the length of Scotland from Twede to the furtheſt 
coaſt, is eſteemed to be 300 miles: but Scotland is narow and 
endeth like a wedge. 

The ſayd riuer of Iwede ſepatateth the marches from Nor- 
thumberland, the furtheſt country of England, the chiefe rowne 
whereof is Barwike, now in poſſeſſion of the Engliſh, 

The Weſterne limite of Scotland whilome was Cumberland, 
which the riuer of Solne deuideth from Annandale. Betweene 
theſe two regions the Cheuiot hils appeare. 

Next to the Marches Pictland —— now termed Lou. 
dean, bounding vpon the Eaſt, a very hillie countrey, barren al- 
moſt of any trees. The moſt famous rowns of the ſame be Dun- 
bar, Hadington, Leith, Dalketh and Edenborough, the Kings 
ſeare,where alſo is the caſtle of Maidens, a very ſtrong and de- 
fenſible place. The ſame citie ſtandeth a mile from the Scottiſh 
ſea called the Frith, wherein beſides other is the Iſland of S. Co- 
lumbe,by name called ſemonia. The ſame riuer againe deuideth 
from Loudean a country adioyning, called Fife, in which coun- 
trey are many townes, as Donfermilin, Cupre, but the notable 
towne of S. Andrew, ſpecially famous for the Vniuerſitie, and 
beautified with the ſea of the Archbiſhop and primate of all 
Scotland. On the other fide towards the Iriſh fide Northward, 
is Nidiſdalia, ſo called of the riucr that paſſeth thereby, where 
the head rowne is Donfrieſe. 

Vponthe South adioineth Galloway, where is the towne of 
C.mdid:Caſe,now called Whitherne, and the auncient temple of 
S. Ninian, adourned alſo with an epiſcopall ſea.By chat ſtandeth 
the countrey of Carict, with the towne of Aire. Aboue Caxict to- 
wards the Weſt, is Leunox, bordering vpon the Ocean, wherein 
is the Jake Lomund, which is very broad and large, containing 
many Iſlands, ſituate at the foote of the mountaine Grantel- 
bein, 8, miles from the caſtle of Donbriton. A good ſpace be- 
yond Grampius riſeth the riucr of Taus, the greateſt in all Scot- 
land, running by Atholia and Calidonia. Againſt Taus is An- 
guſe, which by meanes of that riuer is deuided from Fife.

neſt countrey, as well for water as for plentie of ſoyle. On the o- 
ther ſide Arguile ſneweth it lelfegwhich being full of lakes, yeel- 
deth greater plenty of fodder then fruit, whoſe vttermoſt bounds 
ftrerch ſo farre as Ireland is not diſtant paſt ſixeteenc miles, a- 
bout which the Promontorie or foreland, called Lands head 
ſtandeth. 

Berweene Argyle and Leunox Weſtward, lieth the countrey 
of Sterling, ſo called by atownethere. Here the forreſt of Caly- 
donia began on the leftfide, which within ſtretcheth farre and 
broad. There likewiſc is the caſtle of Calydone, ſituate by Taus 
called Doucheldine. From a little hill of the forreſt riſeth Glota 
or Cluid, which by a broad chanel falleth into the Iriſh Ocean: 
Oftrharriuer the dale was called Clideſdale,ivhich country that 
— runneth by, and in the fame is the Citie of Glaſco an Yni- 
uerſitie. 


Againe towards the Eaſt is joyncd the countrey of Anguſh 


and Mernes ypon the Sea coaſt, wherein Fordune by ſituation 
is very ſtrong, and for the reliques of S. Palladius the $corriſh A- 
oe, famous. 

Of the ſame ſide of Scotland is che Countrey of Marre, garnĩ- 
ſhed with a city called Aberdene, ſtanding betweene the two ri- 
uers of Dona and Dea, with a ſchoole alſo adorned. Ihen folow- 
eth Morrey, which the two notable riuers doe compaſſe about, 
called Neſſa and Spea. Not farre oi this laſt riuer, ſtandeth the 
towne of Elgin, and beyond Murrey is the Countrey of Roſſia, 
ſtretching to the vttermoſt angle euen to both the Scas. The 
breadth of the Iſland is ſcant 30. mile ouer, which defended with 
three promontories like towers, repelleth the great waues and 
ſurges of the Sea: and inuironed with two — which thoſe 
promontories doe incloſe, the entries be quiet and calme, and 
the water peaceable. The ſtrait of that land is at this day called 
Cathanes, coaſting vpon the Sea Deucalidon. 

Thus much of the particulars of Scotland. But the ſame is in 
cuery place full of good Hauens and navigable entries, lakes, 
with marſhes, flouds, fountaines, very full of fiſh, and mnun- 
taines, vpon the toppes whereof be pleaſaunt plaines, yeelding 
great ſtore of graſſe, and plentie of todder for cattell. Without 
dcotland inthe Iriſh Seas are many Iſlands now diſcouered to 
che number of one hundred and fortie. Some of theſe in length 
are thirtie miles, but in breadth not aboue twelue, Amongſt 
them is lona bcautihed with the Tombes of the Scottiſh

ward the North be the Iſles of Orchades, which ber three ſcore

Germaine Ocean, the principall of which Iſlands is Pamonia, 
becauſe it is a biſhops Sea, and is vnder the gouernement of 
Scotlang, The Iſlanders vſe the Gothes ſpeach, which argueth 
them to proceed from the Germaines. They bee tall of ſtature, 
bur very ie and luſtic of body and mind, liuing very long, 
h their chicfeſt foode is iſh , Beyond the Orchades lie 

the Iſlands of Schetland vnder the king of Scones obedience, 
_ ond theſe ſtandeth Thule in the Froſen Sea now called 
The Scots which inhabite in the Southerne part, liue in good 
ciuilicic,and vſe the Engliſh ſpeach : the other part 


doth inhabite, which are called the redſhanks or wild Scottes 
clothed after the Iriſh maner, going bare legged to the knee. 
All ſpeake Iriſh,feeding on fiſh,milke,cheeſe, and fleſb, hauing 
a great number of cattell. The Scots differ from the Engliſh in 
lawes and cuſtomes, becauſe they vic the ciuill lawe as almoſt 
all other countries do, in certaine other conditions they be not 
farre vnlike, but their language is one, their habite and com- 
plexion like, one courage in battell. Ihe countrey houſes bee 
narow, couered with ſtrawe and reede, wherein the people and 
beaſts doe lodge together: their townes beſides Saint Tohns 
rowne are vnwalled. The Scottes are very wiſe as their Icar- 
ning declareth, for to whatſocuer Arte they doe apply them-

of Auguſtus:he began to pꝛeach the xv.peere of Tiberi- 
us, and ſuffered/his paſſion the rviii,yere oftheſame Ii. 
berius,accowing to the Pꝛophecies. But here is to be 
noted, that the firſt yeere ol our Lowe hach but ſeuen 
dayes, after ſame computation, fox hee was bone the 
xrv.dapof December, and the firſt of Januarie follow/ 
ing, began the ſecond peere | 
A Viderins;the ſonne of Cunobelinus, was oꝛdey 
Aned king. This man was valiant, hardy, wealthy 
aud truſted much in his ſtrẽgth. And for that he thought 
the Romaines had their tribute wong fully, he ol g 
courage denied to pay the ſame. | 
I Cherefox 
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Mhereloꝛe Tiberius the Emperoꝛ purpoſed to come 
thither in perſon, but death pꝛeuented him. Guiderius 
reigned 23 ,yeeres.Aruiragus, 02 Monrigus, the pone 
geſt ſonneof Cunobelinus, and bother of Guidecius 
wasopdeined king of Brutaine: he ſlewe Hamon neere 
to a hauen ofthe ſea,andthzew him gobbet meale there: 
in, it is now called South-hampton. e ſtrengthened the 
Caſtell of Douer, and olſo the Caſtell of Richbourgh, 
neere vnto Sandwich in Kent. e raigued xxvili.yceres, 
and was buried at C/onceſter. 
Lbeit the Brutaine hiſtoꝛie doeth here place Arui- 
tagus, yet is it probable that Cunobelinus as yet 
liued ; foʒ about 40,yeeres after Chꝛʒiſt, Admimus the 
ſonne of Cunobeline baniſhed out of Brutaine by his 
father, was receiued into pꝛotection by Caius Caligula 
the fourth Emperour, who was then ſec fozward wich 
great pꝛeparation againſt Brutame: but when he came 
intothe parts of Hollind he ſtayed, wziting vaunting 
letters to the Senate, that all Brutaine was ycęlded 
vnto him, becauſe Admimus had ſo done. Afterward as 
though he would immediatly fight a fielde, hee caſt his 
men into ſquadzons vponthe ſea coaſt, diſpoſing all his 
Engines in moſt warlike manner: this done, he him. 
ſelfe in a Galley launched into the ſea, and immediately 
returning, he cauſed the trumpets to ſound to battapie, 
and ſudenly commaunded them to gather cockles and 
mulcle ſvelles, and therewith to fill thrir helmets, ſar⸗ 
ing they were ſpoyles due to the (apitel, aud in theſe 
ſpoyles he greatly triumphed, as though he had lubdu⸗ 
ed the Ocean. He rewarded his ſouldtours, and retur⸗ 
ned to Rome, after he had bui't a high watch towꝛe in 
token of his victozte againſt the ſea, the ruincs whereof 
are great remaining in Holland, but ouerflowed by the 
water, and is to this day called the Brutons houſe, in

Laudius the Emperour diſpatched Aulus Planti- 

us with an armie into Brutaine, where after diners 
conflicts when he had recciued part ofthe Bodunni into 
his tuition, and had ſlaine Cataracus and To godumus 
ſonnes of Cunobeline, and thereby had made the Bꝛu⸗ 
taines mote eager to reuengeꝛhe ſent foꝛ Claudius him⸗ 
ſelfe, who with great pꝛeparation and Elephants, came 
into Brutaine to his armie, then encamped neere the 
Thames, wich which he paſſed ouer into E ex, fought 
with the Bzutaines, obtained the victozie, tooke the 
chiefe Citie of Cunobeline, and all weapons from the 
Bzutaines, ſo returned to Rome, where he triumphed, 
ſurnaming his ſonne Brutanicus : c àmidſt the ſpoyles 
taken from the Bꝛutaines, he tixedon the toppe of his 
Pallace a crowne of gold beſet with ſtemmes and foꝛe⸗ 
parts of ſhippes, in token hee had vanquiſhed the Bꝛu⸗ 
tiſh Ocean. 

At this time Veſpatian who was after Emperour, 
was ſent by Claudius into Bzutaine, where hee fought 
30.times withthe Brutaines, ſubducd to the Romaine 
Emptretwo wozthy nations, aboue 20, townes,and the 
Ille of Wight. 

Storius was appointed lieutenant in Bꝛutaine 

fo2 the Romanes, who at his firſt entr ie in the be:

Peter Colledge was creed of two ancient Hoſtels(ſomtime 
beloging vnto fratres de ſacro,or brethrẽ de penitentia leſu Chiti) 
by Hugh Balſame, ſomtime Pryor of Ely, Anno. 1256 

This Hugh was afterward os tenth Biſhop of Ely, and fini. 
ſhed this Colledge in Anno. 1284 

Clare Hall, was firſt buy lded by Rychard Badow then Chan- 
cellour of the ſtudents there, and the ſame was called vniuerſi. 
ty Hall. 1326 

It was ſince that enlarged by Gualter Thacſteede maſter of 
the ſayd Hall, who wyth conſent of the ſayd Rychard Badowe, 
reſigned the foundation therof to Elizabeth LadyofClare,third 
—_—_— of Gylbert, and fiſter and one ofthe heyres of the laſt 
Gylbert de Clare Earle of Glocefter , who was rſt married tg

In the yeere 1353.they dyd elect Henry Earle of Darby and 
Lancaſter,who ſhould obtayne them fauor for rhe — 
of Mortmayne, for ſuch lands and tenements, as after many di 
ſell them. This Earle of Darby in the 28. yeere of Edward the 
thyrd, was created the firſt Duke of Lancaſter, and then they e- 
lected him their Alderman,who recogniſed their ſtarutes , not 
by the Dukes ſcale » but by the ſcale of the Aldermen of that 
Guylde, , 

Trinity Hal,was firſt an Hoſtel,purchaſed by lohn Cranden 
ſometyme Pryor of Ely, who procured it for his brethren the 
Monkes of that houſe,to be Students there, in the tyme of Ed- 
ward the 3.which Hoſtel was afterward purchaſed by W. Bate- 
man Byſhoppe of Norwich,who buylded this Colledge of Tri-

At the interceſſion of Andrew Ducket , ſometime principal 
of Barnard Hoſtell, (which Hoſtell hee gaue to the ſayde Col- 
lege.) He was Parſon of S. Buttolphs in Cambridge, who by his 
owne money & helpe of others, purchaſed certaine tenements, 
and buylded his Colledge, being the firſt Preſident of the ſame, 
who gaue as well by his life, as by his Teſtament diuers ſummes 
and parcels of land, and alſo procured certayne giftes ot the 
Duke of Clarence, of Cicely Dutcheſſe of Yorke, of Richarde 
Duke of Gloceſter, of Anne Dutcheſſe of the ſame, of Edwarde 
Earle of Saliſbury, Maude Counteſſe of Oxford, and Marma- 
duke Lumley Biſhop of Lincolne, with diuers other.

Biſhop 
of Eely,who did conuert the Monaſtery of Saint Raigond , (the 
Abbeſſc luing a diſſolute life, the Monaſtery then deſtitute of 
gouernment,the edyfices fallen in ruine, and in concluſion the 
Nuns departing thence leauing it deſolate) into a Colledge of 
chaplaynes and ſcholers, the yere of Chriſt. 1446 

This lohn Alcock was borne in Beuerley, buylded a free- 
ſchole at Kingſton vpon Hull, and a chappel on the ſouthſide of 
the pariſh Church wherein his — were buried. 

The rents of leſus Colledge hath bene more amplified by fir 
Robert Reade Knight, Doctour Eleſton, Doctour Royſton and 
Doctor Fuller. 

Chriſts Colledge was founded by king Henry the ſixth, who 
named it Gods houſe, as it was ſomtime a great Hoſtel ſo called: 
King Henry the 7. graunted his Charter to Lady Margaret his 
mother, Counteſſe of Richmont and Darhy, to encreaſe the ſtu. 
dents there, tranſlating it at her diſpoſition, ſo that from thence 
forth ir ſhould be called Chriſts Colledge. 1505 

Saint lohns Colledge, being firſt an Hoſtell of religious Cha- 
nons,was erected by Nygellus the ſecond Byſhop of Ely, Trea- 
ſorer to king Henry the firſt the yeere of Chriſt, 1134 

Thoſe Chanons lyued by the name of the Hoſpyrall and 
brethren of Saint lohn, vntyll the yecre of Chriſt one thouſand 
fiue hundred and ten, though at that time ſo farre decayed, that 
there was but a Prior, and two brethren, and by the delapidaci 
ons of their goods moucableand vnmoueable, they abaſed their 
reuenues wythin the ſpace of tenne yeeres laſt paſt, fromthe 
ſumme of an hundred and forty pounde, to thyrty pounde, &c. 
Whereupon King Henry the eyght, Richard Byſhoppe of Win-
